LTHOUGH there _—ihave 
been quite vigorous de- 
nials from both interested 
parties, it would appear to be 
obvious that there are 
thoughts abroad to bring the 
Anglo-U.S film agreement to 
an end. 

Speculation has naturally been 
aroused by the presence in 
this country of Eric John- 
ston and has not been 
quietened by the fact that 
the very active president of 
the MPAA has been here on 
business not in any way con- 
nected with films. 


The Board of Trade, of course, 
is aware of the changed, or 
changing attitude of Ameri- 
can producers, whose interest 
in the abolition of currency 
restrictions on film earnings 
has been sharpened by the 
concessions on other goods 
that were announced by the 
BoT at the end of last month. 


The American argument is that 
the Anglo-U.S pact has now 
outlived its usefulmess, and 
indeed, its purpose; for, 
according to the Americans, 
their film earnings inthis 
country no longer exceed or 
even reach the convertibility 
limit of 17,000,000 dollars 
plus that was agreed under 
the pact. 

One can sympathise with the 
Americans in their wish to 
avoid the bothers and inci- 
dental expenses that are 
inseparable from such re- 
strictions. 

Providing the British industry 
is properly protected there 
would seem to be no reason 
why free convertibility should 
not be acceded to next Sep- 
tember. 

Any move that may improve 
any section of our foreign 
trade relations is to be wel- 
comed.

HE eighth report of the 

directors of the British Film 
Production Fund, Ltd., issued this 
week, is largely of formal interest, 
since the board’s last payment was 
made in December last year. 


The report merely records the 
closing stages of the voluntary levy 
but, for convenience, overlaps back 
into 1957 and shows the amount 
collected from exhibitors in the last 
64 weeks of its existence; this 
amounted to £3,096,487, of which 
£2,554,872 was collected in the first 
52 weeks. 


OTAL payments in the 64 

weeks were £2,936,664, of 
which £580,007 was paid in the 
final 12 weeks. In that period, also, 
an extra £30,000 went to the Child- 
ren’s Film Foundation. 


It is, perhaps, a worthy epitaph 
for the BFPF in that, during its 
life it made possible the collection 
and allocation of some £18,000,000 
to help British production.

RADIO AND TV 
SALES TAKE 
A JUMP, BUT... 


RADIO and television sales went 
up in April—but the jump wasn't big 
enough to put the total! for April and 
March higher than the same two 
months a year ago 

The rise, according to the Radio 
ind Television Retailers’ Association, 
ould be due to people waiting until 
after the Budget to buy. 

Ihe average number of TV sets sold 
per shop in April was 7.9 (against 6.6 
in April, 1958). In March an average 
of six sets per shop were sold—com- 
pared with 8.2 the same month last 
year 

As far as radios are concerned, 13 
sets were sold per shop, against 9.3 in 
April, 1958. ut in March an aver- 
age of 9.6 radio sets per shop were 
bought, 1.4 fewer than March, 1958. 

The percentage of TV sets sold on 
hire purchase rote from 49.3 in April 
last year tO 51.3 the same month this 
year. In March, the percentage was 
56.1 compared with 53.2 the same 
month last year.

JUDGING by the number of examples in the 
showmanship reports, the street stunt is coming 
back into its own again. 


It is a type of showmanship that has its origins 
more in the circus than the cinema, and it can, 
when well organised, be a very powerful form 
of advertising. 

It can, however, also act as a boomerang. How 
dangerous it can become when badly used has 
been brought home to me by a variety of pic- 
tures sent in recently. 

For “ The Robe” there was a poor old door- 
man fitted out in a gladiator’s costume four sizes 
too large for him. He was a better advert. for 
a Mack Sennett comedy than this fine film. 

* The Old Man and the Sea” could not have 
gained much ground at the box-office after a 
chappie with a Father Christmas beard had been 


sitting on a road island fishing for “ good enter- 
tainment ” 

Those unfortunate women who have been 
dressed in pieces of Chinese dress silk to carry 
the message about “Inn of the Sixth Happiness ” 
are no doubt very nice people, but surely they 
would be more suited to publicise a Fu Man 
Chu comedy than this moving film. 


“The Big Country,” one of the finest Wes- 
terns to come out for many a year, has in many 
cases been sold by pensioned-off milkcart horses 
and doormen arrayed in cowboy suits. 


There are many more instances. Do these 
ideas sell a picture? I think they can only do 
irreparable harm and I urge those managers who 
through lack of money or ideas put over these 
stunts to leave them alone and only bring them 
out for comedies.
